Crrr OF GAUTEMALA, Sept. 4.—‘‘Death to 
Yankees’’ ‘was the cry of an angry and excited 
mob that surrounded the United States Lega- 
tion Tuesday. Threats of stoning the buila- 
ing and mobbing the inmates were freely 
uttered, but no overt act was committed in 
the face of the strong force of police that 
guards the premises day and night. Every 
visitor is closely questioned before being ad- 
mitted to the offices and is more or less under 
surveillance wh ile inside and until he emerges 
again. Whenever Mr. Mizner has occasion to 
leave the lesation he ig surrounded by a body 
guard of armed police. Rumor has it that 
these are to be superceded by Blue Jackets 
from the Thetis, who are also to form a cor- 
don of safety about the legation. Sympathy 
grows for Gen. Barrundia’s daughter, who is 
kept a close prisoner for her attempt upon 
Mr. Mizner’s life. 


The Feeling in Mexico, 


City oF Mzzioo, Sept. 4.—The public and 
press here are anxiously awaiting the arrival 
of American newspapers to ascertain their 
feeling regarding the killing of Barrundia, 
and to lesrn what measures the United States 
Government will take in the matter. The 
Mexican press generally speaks of the killing 
of Barrundia by the Guatemalan authorities 
as an atrocious deed, and believes the United 
States Government should take action at once 
for the punishment of his assassins and fer 
an indemnification of his widow and children. 


Senator Call’s Kesolution. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 4. — The pub- 
lished dispatches from Guatemala, which in- 
dicate that Minister Mizner is in some danger 
from the resentment of Gen. Barrundia's 
friends, have excited concern at the State 
Department, A cablegram was sent to him 
yesterday, asking him to report at once the 
actual condition of affairs, and whether he 
had reason to apprehend personal violence, 
The untimely fate of Gen. Barrundia and the 
appeal of his widow to President Harrison for 
reparation is already bearing fruit. Senator 
Call of Florida, yesterday introduced a reso- 
. lution (which was referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations) feelaring that the 
murder of Gen. bdrrundia on the steamer 
Acapulco by the authorities of Guatemala, 
while under the protection of the flag of the 
United States, was an insult to the people of 
the United States, which demanded prompt 
action by the Government of the 
United States for the redress of 
that injury and for security against 
the recurrence of such cages. Senator Call is 
thought to have made a mistake in not calling 
for information inthe usual way, instead of 
assuming that the deed was a murder and an 
insult to the Government of the United States. 
But while it is regretted that he did not couch 
his reselution in different terms, the feeling 
in the Senate is that the matter should be 
thoroughly sifted and the committee will un- 
doubtedly act on the resolution. Senator 
Frye, a member of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, said that as the matter would 
come before that committee he did not care to 
express any premature opinions. He felt the 
subject merited investigation, yet it would 
not be fair to criticise the conduct of the 
American Minister until allthe facts in the 
case were known. Senator Gray of Delaware 
did not care to criticise until all the facts were 
before the Senate. He thought, however, 
that the case merited the very closest official 
serutiny. 

A DISPATCH FROM MIZNER. 

Acting Secretary Wharton last night re- 
‘ceived a dispatch from Minister Mizner at the 
city of Guatemaula, saying that peace would 
be proclaimed and thatthe armed forces are 
rapidly disbanding. The Minister makes no 
allusion to the recent shooting affair and Mr. 
Wharton attaches no importance to the epi- 
4 sode,. 


The Marquis de Leuville’s Duel. 


Lowpon, Sept. 4.—M. le Marquis de Leuville 
is certainly about to distinguish himself. He 
told friends in America when he left that he 
would demonstrate he was a man of ehlvalry. 
He is aboutto keep his promise. He wired 
his attorney Tuesday night from the Hote! 
Marine, in Boulogne, France, showing that 
he had eluded the vigilance of the London 
police and was en route to the dusiling 
ground to lay M. le Correspondent of Gil ; Bias 
in the dust. Whether the police tried very 
bard to prevent him taking a chance of being 
shot igdoubtful. Hehas given the author- 
ities some trouble with - his eccen- 
tricities and Scotland Yard probably per- 
mitted his escape with the hope that he 
might be ‘‘silenced’’ for atime at least.

All night long she declared that 
he had been pacing off regulation distances, 
dropping handkerebiefs, turning at his own 
word of command. firing at his own great 
heart that reflected in the mirror, The mirror 
is still in the room. Everything else about the 
fiat is broken. The greatest confusion pre- 
valls throughout the rooms, torn papers and 
letters litter the floor, there ig dust on every- 
thing and the look of despondency in the 
housekeever's face was reflected in the farni- 
ture. Miss Black avers thatthe Marquis re- 
wrote his will before leaving for Boulogne. 


Gilbert va. D' Oyle Carte. 


Lonpon, Sept. 4.—The action begun by Mr. 
Gilbert against his former manager, Mr. 
D’Oyle Carte and Sir Arthur Sullivan, to ob- 
tain the appointment ofa receiver to deter- 
mine his share of the takings during the run 
of the ‘‘Gondoliers,’’ came up for hearing 
yesterday. The court room was crowded with 
expectant spectators, but the proceedings 
turned out to be entirely devoid of the humor 
that sparkles in ‘‘Trial by Jury.“ They 
were, however, repaid by startling 
revelations regarding the profits to 
be derived by successful colabora- 
tion in this form of popular amusement, 
Counsel Fischer, for Mr. Gilbert, prosaically 
recited the grounds of complaint. In this 
recitation be claimed that D’Oyle Carte had 
flagrantly wrote an agreement under which 
they had all labored and by which the Savoy 
Theater had been conducted for years, which 
was that Carte should render quarterly ac- 
counts, giving the balances in all favors, and 
liquidating all claims of royalties, etc., upon 
the occasions of these quarterly statements, 
Everything had gone smoothly until April 
last, when the statement was not at all 
satisfactory, and Mr. Gilbert, after examining 
it, made claim fora balance he said was due 
him. Then, when thetime forthe July ac- 
count came around, Carte declined to present 
ituntilthe differenceson the April account 
were adjusted and agreed to. When this was 
announced Mr. Gilbert went to law about the 
matter at once and put his ciaim in his 
solicitor’s hands. Under this pressure Carte 
gave up £2,000, but this did not settle the mis- 
understanding, for Mr. Gilbert claimed an- 
other £1,000. Thesolicitors tried in vain to 
bring about some settiement between the two 
gentlemen, but the present action was the 
only result. 

Affidavits read yesterday in court showed 
that Mr, Gilbert and Sir Arthur Sullivan had 
each received £90,000 sterling from Carte in 
the shape of royalties during the past eleven 
years. Further than this, Mr. Gilbert’s affi- 
davit narrated the outeide business ventures 
of Mr. Carte, which include a large hotel that 
has required £100,000 investment from Wr. 
Carte, and a large quantity of other specula- 
tions that have demanded almost unlimited 
resources. Mr. Gilbert declares in his state- 
ment that he becameseriously alarmed con- 
cerning the safety of his momey that chanced 
to be remaining in Mr. Cartes bands 
and for that reason and many 
others he expedited this action. 
The junior counsel forthe defendant made a 
semi-humorous speech during which he took 
oceasion tg ridicule Mr. Gllbert very much, 
saying among other things thatthe famous 
librettist was evidently as comicin swearing 
affidavits as he was in composing operas. 
This was the closest approach to fun the case 
came, and it was taken in by the audience fer 
roars of laughter followed it. The case was 
concluded after all the evidence had been 
taken by Mr. Carte agreeing topay Mr. Gil- 
bert the sum of £1,000 to-day, and presenting 
within three weeks to the complainaot a full 
statement of account up to and including 
July (last. Mr. Gilbert, therefore, won upon 
all points. 


Bismarck at Hamburg. 


HamMBourG, Sept. 4.—Prince Bismarck arrived 
here yesterday. The frincess Bismarck 
reached here the day before and went to 
Frankfort to meet her husband. Baron 
Rotbechild’s carriage was awaiting him at the 
depot and drove bim to Hamburg. The Prince 
arrived shortly after 6 o'clock, and the first 
person to meet him was Carrodi, the Italian 
painter. Asmall boy and a little girl pre- 
sented the Prince with flowers. He is looking 
well, and he bas lost that stern, cold look he 
bad while in office. 


Seundiag the French and Italians. 


Panis, Sept. 4.—Count Herbert Bismarck is 
sounding the French Government, the Italian 
Government and the Vatican in regard to the 
proposed visit of Prince Bismarck to Rome 
and Niceduring the coming winter. The 
Count is anxious to learn what the disposition 
of French and Italian crowds is likely to be 
toward the great German statesman. 


Bruce Joy, the Seutptor. 


Lowpon, Sept, 4.—Bruce Joy, the sculptor, 
bas completed his recent contracts and will 
sai] for America soon with several of his 
works, including the monument which is to 
mark the grave of the late Dr. J. C. Ayer at 
Lowell. This consists of a marble lion weigh- 
ing five sons on a pedestal weighing seven 
tons. 


Domision Labor Congress. 


OTtawa, Ontario, Sept. 4.—At yesterday's 
session of the Dominion Labor Congress a 
letter from the Vietorla (British Columbia) 
Trades Assembly, calling the attention of the 
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congress to the increase of Chinese immigra- 
tion during the last year was read. It pro- 
tested particniarly against this immigration 
because of the immorality and the congestion

BUENOS AYRES; Sept. 4.—In the Provincial 
Chamber to-day Senor Fonrouge proposed 
that thy payment of cedula coupons be sus- 
pended for two years. This proposition gave 
rise to an excited debate and was finally re- 
jected by a sweeping majority. 

In the Senate bills were passed providing for 
the issue of Treasury notes and the emission 
of cedulas, The Minister stated that 
the emission of cedulas was ne- 
cessary in order that the alt- 
uation in regard to the National Bank, the 
Mortgage Bank and the municipality might 
become more quiet. The order for the dis- 
patch of troops to Tucuman has been counter- 
manded. The premiums on gold closed to- 
day at 136, 


The Floods in Hungary. 


Pracur, Sept. 4.—The River Moldan, which 
flows through Prague, is swollen, and on ité 
bosom it is bearing the fragments of wrecked 
homes and houses, The rise was announced 
to the people of Prague by the booming of 
cangon early yesterday morning, and later in 
the day the militia ordered the people of the 
lower town to move out. The floating baths 
have been destroyed. A pontoon on which 
there were thirty-five pioneers, two comm is- 
sioned officers and a corporal was capsized. 
An officer and six men saved their lives. 

THIRTY SIGHT-SEERS DROWNED. 

A bridge in this city over the Moldan on 
which were a number of persons watching the 
flood in that streau,., collapsed to-day and 
thirty of the sight-seers were drowned. 

TWO BRIDGE ARCHES COLLAPSE. 

Two more arches of the bridge at Carls- 
bruecke have collapsed. The monuments on 
the bridge were destroyed. The inhabitants 
ofthe town are taking refuge on the house 
tops. The dam of Prince Schwarzenberg’s 
great fish pond at Wittingau has burst. 


Laguerre and Boulanger. 


Paris, Sept. 4.—M. Laguerre, the well- 
known Boulangist and member of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, in an address to his con- 
stituents last night admitted that Gen. Bou- 
langer bad held relations with the Count of 
Paris and Prinee Jerome Napoleon. X. 
Laguerre also warmly thanked the Duchess 
d’Ugses for spending 3,000,000 francs to ad- 
vance the cause of Gen. Boulanger. In an 
interview with a representative of the Siecle, 
Gen. Boulanger protested that the alleged 
revelations concerning him recently made in 
the French press were idle tales. He declared 
that he did not despair of playing a promi- 
nent part in the affairs of France or of re- 
venging himself upon his enemies. 


The Belgian Miners’ Strike. 


PARIS, Sept. 4.—Reports to the effect that 
the coal miners’ strike in Belgium was over 
prove to have been premature. The strike is 
still spreading, and though in one or two dis- 
tricts the men have returned to work, the 
movement has extended to many other dis- 
tricts which hitherto had not been affected. 


Emperor William at Flensburg. 


FLENSBURG, Sept. 4—Emperor William, 
who arrived here last night on the yacht 
Hohenzollern, met with an enthusiastic re- 
ception. To-day he reviewed a large body of 
troops. Many foreign princes were on the 
parade ground with bim, and the review was 
a brilliant affair.

SUCCESSFUL OPENING OF THE SEVENTH 
i - ANNUAL EXPOSITION. 


Thresg Which Has Ever At- 
tended an Inaugural Night—Everybody 
Delighted With the Entertainment— Miss 
Raymond Scores a Hit—The ‘‘Pest-Dis- 
Patch’? Press—Disselving Tableaux and 
Other Features of the Great Shew. 


Ina blaze of giory the seventh annual &t. 
Louis Exposition opened last night. It was 
such an opening as even this remarkable in- 
stitution had never known before. Every 
floor of the vast building from basement to 
roof was filled with a surging. pushing throng 
of humanity. It was a good-natured crowd 
though, and bore the jostiing and bumping 
in the best of spirits. Everybody wens 
there expecting to find acrowd and to be 
crowded and jostied. They were not disap- 
pointed in either particular, but were pre- 
pared for itand rather reveled in it. Good 
humor and pleasure were pictured on every 
face. All seemed happy. They cared not 
whether they were inconvenienced a little 
themselves as long as the Exposition opening 
was a success. In fact they would have 
been ‘very much . disappointed if the 
growd was not there to jostie and 
push them. It was a substantial evidence of a 


big opening night, and they wanted to have it | 


forcibly impressed upon them. And it was. 
No one who attended went away with any 
other impression than that it was the grandest 
opening the Exposition has ever known, and 
it has never known an opening which was not 
a great success.

However, the best evidence of tne suecess 
or failure of an entertainment are the gate re- 
ceipts, There is no going back of these re- 
turns. Last night’s receipts were more than 
50 per cent greater than on any other opening 
night ofthe Exposition since its inception. 
It is estimated that 16,000 people all told were 
within the four walls of the vast building last 


night. People began arriving early and the 
steps of the structure and the side- 
walks in front of the building were 
filled with people long before the 
hour for throwing open its doors to the pub- 
lic for the season of 1890. People were impa- 
tient to view the hidden beauties of the piace. 
They also knew what a crowd would attend 
and they wanted to get into the Music Hal! in 
time to get seate. Their judgment was not in 
error. hose who came early got seats in the 
Music Hall; those who came late stood up, 
and many ofthem had to do their standing 
outside the ball at that, for it was not long 
before not only all the seats were taken 
but all the available standing room as well. 
Depite the immense number of people packed 
inside Music Hall, the Art Gallery and all the 
naves and fioors of the bDuilding were 
thronged There was no such thing as one 
getting off in acorner by himself. He had to 
remain right in the midst of a crowd. Many 
people had to walk about all evening, being 
unable to find seats, but they did it rather 
than leave the building.

Seated on the stage were the officers and 
directors of the Exposition. and a number of 
prominent citizens. They had. filed out upon 
it as the concert commenced. When afew 
selections had been played by the band Mr. 
Samuel M. Kennard, President of the Exposi- 
tion, stepped to the front of the stage and 
addressed the vast audience before him. He 
stated that the of directors 
had instructed to make 
his address formally opening the present 
reat Exposition over five minutes in length. 
For the comfort of those present he would be 
brief. While expositions im other cities had 
failed, this enterprise, through the cordial 
and hearty support of the people and the 
press, bad yearly grown to bea greater suc- 
cess,and besides affording the people instruc- 
tion and pleasure at a very small cost, had 
netted to the association a profit. eveay year 
varying from $49,000 to $65,000 a season. It 
had been a suceess because its officers 
and directors had no private ambitions to 
gratify, and because they provided 
its patrons with the greatest show on earth 
for the remarkably small admission price of 
2 cents. Every resident of St. Louis had 
shown an interest in the Exposition, which 
was an enterprise of the people of the city, 
and Mr. Kennard hoped they would always 
continue to display this same interest and 
would make the Exposition of 1890 the great- 
est success in the history ofthe institution.

Mayor K. A. Noonan, who was also on the 
stage, followed President Kennard. After 
complimenting the officers and directors of 
the association on their work, he said that 
one reason of the unparalleled success of the 
Exposition was that all directors worked for 
its benefit as a whole and did not seek to grat- 
ify personal ambitions. Not only was ita 
great amusement, but an educational insti- 
tute as well. It did much to advance the 
city’s interests, and anything which 
helped the city was worthy of com- 
mendation. The business men of St. 
Louis, despite their materjal concerns, 
managed to find time to devote to the ad- 
vaacement of such enterprises as the Exposi- 
tion and to view its treasures and listen to 
sweet strains of music. Neither were they 80 
busy but what they could welcome to the 
city the millions of people in the surrounding 
States and Territories. The speaker wished 
the President and Board of Directors of the 
Exposition the grandest success in their 
noble undertaking.

MR. M’ENTYRE’S OPINION CONCEBNING THE 
OBSTRUCTING RULE- 3 


He Says It Is Merelya Regulation and Not 
the Law of the Beard—Free Books Will 
Be Issued—Text of the Rules Geverning 
the Use and Care of Free Books. 


The Supply Committee of the School Boara 
held a meeting this afternoon and those who 
were present were Messrs. McEntyre, Brady 
and Miller. The object of the meeting was to 
straighten out the free-book tangle and it 
was dune to the satisfaction of the 
committee by Mr. McEnutyre, who since yes- 
terday hes been busily engaged with the 
knotty situation into which the board had 
fallen by reason of the negligence of its mem- 
bers. Mr. McEntyre took the view of sec. 7 
of rule 139 that others have taken, viz.: that 
it w a regulation, not a rule, and 
could be changed without giving a month’s 
notice of an intention to change. This view 
was accepted by the committee, and, acting 
on that belief, the following report was sub- 
mitted by Mr. McEntyre and adopted by the 
committee for presentation to the board. 

The undersigned, your OCemmittee on Sup- 
plies, beg leave to submit for your approval 
as is required by rule 6 A, the fellowing rules 
and regulations formulated by your commit- 


tee under authority of said rule touching the 
use and care of free text beoks. 

Rules governing pupils in the use and care 
of free text books: 

1. Free text books shall not be taken from 
the school building except by special permis- 
sion obtained from the principal through the 
teacher, but shall be piaced securely in the 
desk at each dismissal. 

2. Any pupil who willfully cuts, marks, solle 
or defaces a free text boek or permits it to be 
done may be deprived by the principal of the

8. Any pupil who loses or destroys a free 
text book shall be required to pay the cost 
thereof, and upon failure so te do such pupil 
may be suspended from school. 

Rules governing principais and teachers in 
the use and care of free text books: 

1. All the books, including copy and drawing 
books which are required in the four lower 

rades and furnished free of » shall be 

nown as free tert books. ese books 
a be furnished to any pupil who requests 
their use. 

2. Requisitions for free text books shall be 
made upon the regular blanks. e 

8. When free text books are. received at the 
school, the free text book“ label shall be 
pasted on the inside et the front cover. 

4. Whenever any free text book is issued to 
a pupil, the teacher shall nu out the label in 
ink. When the book is re-issued a new label 
sean be filled ent in ink and pasted over the 
old one. 

5. The teacher issuing a free text book is re- 
quired to record on the recerd biank furnished 
for that purpose, the name of the beok issued 
and the name of the pupil receiving the book. 
When the pupil severs connection with the 
school wherein the book was issued, or when 
the book isjne longer required for use by the 
pupil, the teacher shall take up the book and 
make an entry on therecord, showing that 
the book has been returned. If a pupil is 
tiansferred to another room, and still re- 
a the use ofthe book, the teacher trans- 
erring the pupil will record the transfer of

Dr. Wellington Adams Makes 
Reply to the Oriticism 
Heaped on Him. 


He and Dr. Diller Are Not Threatening | 
Mrs, Weedworth With Incerceration in 
an Asylum, but Simply Want a Public 
Inquiry as te the Power She Is Using— 
Dr. Messick of St. John’s Methodist 
Church Speaks of the Woodwerth 
Meetings te His Congregatieon—Some 
‘Marvelous Tales Teld by Persens Re- 
neved of Disease.

Dr. "Adams has recieved a number of let- 
ters, threatening in their tone and warning 
him to stop proceedings against Mrs. Wood- 
worth, The letters hint that if he does 
not stop divine providence will be 
called into requisition. A number 
of letters have deen received from 
out ef the city. He bas also received a num- 
ber of letters from ministers and physicians 
congratulating him on the stand which he bas 
taken in this matter. He was called on this 
morning by a Post-DisPaTcu reporter to ask 
him what be contemplated doing, 

Dr. Adams said: 

„lam somewhat surprised at the attitude 
that many people have assumed la thie Wood- 
worth matter. Prior to the investigation 
institutued dy Dr. Diller and w- 
self, nearly every paper in the city was poking 
tun at those meetings, and giving humorous 
accounts of the outlandish scenes to be wit- 
nessed there. No sooner do we come 
out with our statement regarding the 
the eharacter of the ‘physical phenomena’ 
nightly manifested there, than lo and benola, 
there is a complete change of heart. It is 
possible that those who criticise us have all 
received the ‘pewer’ and been attacked by 
the ‘speils,* The most amusing part of the 
whole thing consists in the fact that the per- 
sonal views of many persons now vio- 
lent in their opposition are known to be dia- 
metrically opposed to the sentiments they ex- 
press. 

People who upbraid us should be sure 
that their pretensions bear no unfottunate 
nisproportion to their actions. As abuses 
naturally arise in this asin all other depart- 
ments of every day life, the law should, when 
possible, afford ample and thorough redress. 
We undertook this investigation not in a 
spirit of “scoffing, and we should not have 
been met by this rude clamer of rebuke and 
ridicule, That is not the honest and fair way 
to treat a matter ef such seriousness to the 
health, lives and social cendition of the com- 
munity. 

Dr. Diller and myself are firm believers 
in tree religion, bolding the most liberal 
views, and haVing the utmost respect for all 
religious sects. But we believe there is a 
regularly ordained ministry and the- 
ology which represents true religious 
doctrines, and also a species of religious 
quackery; just as there isareguiar medical 
profession and ecience of medicine which 
represents the accumulative teachings of 
science, and a class of medical quacks, who, 
because they find it impossible te enter the 
profession through the legitimate portais, 
stand upon the outside, holding side- 
shows and denouncing the regular profession. 
Mr. Schweinfurth, who is engaged in making 
Hely Ghest{babies, the salvation Army, Mrs. 
Woodworth and others of this class repre- 
sent the religious quacks who stand on the 
youtside of the regular church and hold side 
shows, because they fad it impossibie te 
enter through the straight and narrow 
gate that marks the entrance to the legitimate 
ehurch of God. These people and their 
methods are in nowise in accord with the 
sentiments ofthe church proper, and a large 
part of their time ig taken up in denouncia 
regularly ordained ministers of the gospe 
and in claiming that they themselves are the 
only regularly anointed representatives 
of the Delty and his divine will. 
In support of this, they are 
continually citing the fact that these minis- 
tors cannot draw the crowds that they can 
nor produce the manifestations of the 
‘*pewer’’ like themselves. I have heard these 
expressions time and again, and only te-day 
received a letter from one of Mrs. W.’s 
fellowers, in which this statement is made. 
I hand itt to you for publication. 
We are assured from our experience and the 
expressions of a majority of the ministry, 
that such people and their practices work 
immeausrable mischief to the cause of true 
religion. From our knowledge of medicine,

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A SUDDEN SUMMONS, 


Ex-Gov. Noyes of Ohie Drops Deadin the 
Streets of Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 4.—The Hon. E. F, 
Noyes, Judge of the Superior Court of Oinein - 
aati, fell dead shortly after UI o’clock to-day 
at the Court-house. He bad been on the bench 
and heard an injuaction case, but as he was 
too unwell to proceed further be leftthe bench 
and was on his way to the street when on the 
corner of the Court-house he suddenly fell 


backward and died instantly. The cause is 
supposed to be apoplexy. Judge Noyes was 
about 57 years old. He entered the army here 
in 1861 as Major of the Thirty-niath Oblo mage 
ment of Infantry and soon after was its 
Colonel. On July 4, 1864, at Ruff’s Mille, Ga., 
ina charge upon the enemy's carthworks, 

whieh he led, he lost a leg. He left the army 
a Brevet Brigadier General. Since the war he 
served as City Solicitor of Cincinnati, as Pro- 
bate Judge of Hamilton County, as 
Governor of Ohio, and was Min 
ister to France under appointment of 
President Hayes. Last year he was elected to 
the office of Judge of Superior Court of Oin- 
cinnati for aterm of five years. He had re 

turned ten davs ago from a twenty daye’ 
vacation spent on the seacoast and appeared 
to be in excelient health. He leaves a wife 
and one son who is about 2% years old, Judge 
Noyes was widely known asa public speaker 
of more than ordinary power, aud in nearly 
every political campaign sinee the war he has 
been active not only in Ohio but im other 
States as a campaign speaker.

The Petters’ National Cenvention—Aild fer 
Central Strikers, 


TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 4.—The Potters’ Na- 
tional Convention, which is a national dis- 
trict assembly of the Knights of Labor, bad 
an interesting meeting yesterday because of 


the introduction of N asking for 
cession from the Knights of Labor A. J. 
Henry, a delegate frem Toronto, threw @ 
bomb into the convention by intreducing a 
resolution ur lng secession. The deleg 
stated that his local assembly had ado 
it and given him specific instructions 
to present it. The reason why the 
Toronto Knights want the potters to leave 
the order and set up a separate trade organi- 
gation, was set forth quite explicity. all 
strikes that bad taken ce in the trade since 
they were Knights of Laber were reviewed, 
Complaint is also made that the numerous 
assessments to help strikers had become too 
muchof a drain on the pockets of working- 
men. They ventured the statement that the 
Kuights were fast becoming unpopular be- 
cause of their mumerous strikes, and the 
manufacturers are beginning te biacklist the 
Knights because are becoming «4 
troublesome set of men. The General Execu- 
tive Board was severely arraigned for its 
mismanagement of-the affairs of the order, 
There was considerable debate on the doou- 
ment, and while the discussion was getting 
warm Jobn J. Holland, a member of the Gen- 
eral Executive Board, Knights of Labor, was 
announced.

Death at St. Luke’s Hospital This Mern- 
ing—The Patient's Rally and the Opera- 
tion Which It Was Hoped Might Save His 
Life—The Deceased’s Rocord—Arrange- 
ments for the Funeral, 


Louis H. Wilmer, the omcer who was shot 
at Tower Grove station on the night of Aug. 
% by Louis Crabtree, died in St. Luke’s 
Hospital, Nineteenth and Washington ave- 
nue, at 11:15 o’clock this morning, after 
eleven days of intense suffering. He was 
taken to St. Luke’s Hospital about one week 
ago to prepare for a surgical operation 
which his physicians had determined to per- 
form to locate the bullet and cure, if possible, 
the paralysis that had seized the lower half 
of his body. 

Officer Wilmer was stationed in the Fifth 
District, and his duties carried him as far as 
Manchester road and Chouteau avenue. 
About 7:30 e’clock in the evening of Monday, 
Auc. 25, he met Louis Crabtree on the corner 
mentioned. He knew Crabtree and saw he 
had been drinking. Knowing him to be reck- 
less when drunk, Wilmer stopped him and 
asked if he wasarmed. Crabtree said he was 
not. Wilmer did not believe him, and catch- 
ing hold of Orabtree’s arm was about to 
search him, when he jerkead away 
and ran into the ‘Frisco Railroad 
yards, Wilmer followed, but it being dark he 
failed te see Crabtree hidden behind a pile of 
timber, According to Wilmer’s statement 
made a few days after he was shot he was run- 
ning by the pile oftimber about twenty feet 
away when he saw the gleam 


of a revolver, then a flash and he fell. The 
man behind. the pile ran away and raising 
himself on his elbow he fired three shots after 
the; fugitive, but falled to hit him. Wilmer 
wasfound half an hour later and taken 
to his home, 1309 Old Manchester road. 
Crabtree, in a statement given last Tuesday, 
said he had a fight with the officer in the yard 
and shot him 8 the 9 when he at- 
tempted to strike h im with his club. After 
shooting him, Crabtree says, he walked to 
Selma Station, 88 miles west, and there 
caught a freight train on which 
he rode to Salem, Mo., where he was ac- 
quainted with a Mr. Ross, whose daughter he 
Knew well in thiscity. He arrived in Salem, 
Thursday night and Ross teok him ia for the 
Bight. Between Monday and Thursday night 
the police here found tbat Crabtree 
had friends in Salem and thus 
Sheriff of that village was instructed to arrest 
Crabtree it found. They called on Mr. Ross at 
midnight and caught Crabtree in bed. He was 
brought back to this city by Officer Viehle and 
taken to Wilmer’s residence, where he was 
ositively identified by the wounded officer. 

e was then placed in jail to await the result 
of the injuries. 

The bullet struck Wilmerin the back, and 
going through the spinal column penetrated 
the larger organs. From the moment he was 
shot until his death Wilmer suffered 
intense agonies, and a few days after 
the wound wag inflicted paralysis set in from 
the point of the wound down to histoes. It 
was seen that the spinal cord was affected and 
Doctors Mudd and Brokaw decided to try 
and relieve him and find the bullet. Yesterday 
they removed two sections of the veterbre 
and exposed the spinal cord which showed 
an abrasion, the cause of tne paralysis. They 
removed several pieces of bone bearing 
upon it and closed the wound. He was so low 
last night that it was deemed advisabié to se- 
an ante-mortem statement; and 
morning Crabtree was taken to the 
Hospital by Capt. Campbeli, Officer Viehle 
and Deputy Sheriff Lauff. Coroner Frank 
waited in hig office for a stenographer 
some time, to take him out to tbe 
hospital with him, and James Jonn- 
son, the court reporter, made his ap- 
pearance just as a telephone message 
announced Wilmer’s death. Crabtree was 
taken back to the Four Ceurts aud locked up. 
He seemed greatiy agitated on the return trip, 
and though he said nothing the nervous play 
of his hands showed piainly bis thoughts were 
far from tranqull. 

A post-mortem examination will be made of 
Wilmer’s body this afternoon to determine 
the course of the bullet and theeffect of the 
surgical operation performed last night. 

Louis H. Wilmer was 24 years of age, mar- 
ried, and leaves a wile and one child. He 
was a strong, robust man and had been on the 
force but fifteen months. In that time 
be had won the esteem and friendship 
of all his brother officers and the confidence 
of his superior officers. He wag a member of 
Wayne Lodge, Knights of Honor, who take 
charge of bis remains, and alse a “member of 
the Police Relief Association.

During 
August four clerks were examined as to their 
knowledge of several States, and they made 
average per cents of over 97. One clerk was 
within afew tenths of perfect, and his errors 
were believed to be charga able te the hand 


The lowest per cent allowed is 9. Ifa 
clerk’s distribution is found to be imperfect 
he ls called up for examination, Should tie 
show by nrope erly distributing the cards given 
im that he knows how to do the work. he is 
warned that careless in the future will 
cause his reduction. If, on @¢xamination, he 
fails to get 95 par cent, showing that he is ig- 
norant, he is called upon to stand 
an  examipation in competition with 
unior clerks. If

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COMMISSIONER KLEMM SOLICITS IDEAS 
FOR THE FOREST PARK LAKE. 


What the Plan Under Consideration Con- 
templates—Some of the Money Already 
Promised and More in Sight—Maj. Mur. 
phy’s Chances—The Carondelet Cup Con- 
treoversy—Municipal Matters. 


There is a chance now open to the city and 
the citizens which does not often present 
itself and which many think should be taken 
advantage of without delay. 
sioner Kiemm and Mr. George D. Capen of 
the Lindell Railway have been considering 
the matter very seriously for some time past, 
but have not yet come to any decision, be- 
Cause the resources are not known. The plan 
is to add to the many attractions of Forest 
Park a big lake on which regattas could be 
held and which would afford the gen- 
oral people an opportunity for 
boating such as they do not now 
possess. The plan was first suggested 
by Mr. Capen when he decided to build bis 
$25,000 depot at the terminus of his road in the 
park. The Lindell Railway Co. promised to 
pay $25,000 toward the making of such a large 
lake when the city procured the restof the 
money and went ahead with the work. 

Nothing will do but a lake on which boat 
races can be had and which will be of such di- 
mensions as to accommodate the thousands of 
people of this city who during the 
summer months go twenty or thirty miles 
for a glimpse of fresh water and the cooling 
shades which the mighty Mississippi does not 
afford hereabouts. Mr. Klemm, the Park 
Commissioner, does not want to act hastily 
and does not want to commit himself to any 
pian until the situation has been thoroughly 
canvassed. He is desirous of getting the 
opihion of the general public on the subject, 
and with that object in view he requests 


that all citizens who are interested in the im- 
prevement of Forest Park who have any 
ideas on the subject will write them down and 
send them to his office at the City Hall. Loca- 
tion, manner of construction, size, length, 
breadth and depth are all points to be con- 
sidered, and the uses to which the lake can 
afterwards be put will all be of value in the 
making of the plans. That St. Louis 
will have this lake sooner or later is an undis- 
puted fact, and there is no reason why it 
should not as well be now as tenor a dozen 
years later. Some rough estimates have been 
made, and the opinion is now that a lake a 
amile or alittle over in length and two or 
three hundred yards in width can be made at 
the cost of about $100, 000. Of 
this shm one-fourth is assured 
by the Lindell road and another fourth in 
sight from another source. By the time the 
Plans become more defined the Missouri road 
will have two lines running to the park and 
could well afford another fourth. This would 
leave only $25,000 forthe city to pay for an 


improvement whose benefits and value could 


not well be computed in 
It is desirous, however, of oe every pos- 
sible idea of value marked into the plan and 
for that reason Mr. Klemm asks the public to 
volunteer opinions and suggestions, all of 
which will be duly noted and considered.

PHILAOELPHIA; Pa., Sept. 4.—Seldom has an 
event of like character aroused a deeper feel- 
ing of resentment in the public mind than the 
action of Lord #ackville, as Lord of the Manor 
of Stratford-on-Avon, in making a claim to 
the Town Council for encroachment and rent 
in respect to the magnificent fountain and 
clock tower presented as a memorial of 


Shakspeare 16 Mr. George W. Childs of this 
city. Mr. Ohilds’ sensibilities are evidently 
wounded by the incident. 

„Indeed, I hardly know what to say about 
it, he remarked. ‘‘The thing has come upon 
me like a thunderbolt from aclearsky. I had 
no intimatien of it till I read this morning in 
the Associated Press dispatch the account of 
Lord Sackville’s demand for rent.

On the contrary, it is possibile that the claim 
has arisen as a mere technicality put forward 
simply to preservethe rights and protect the 
state in other questions of property.

KICKED TO DEATH. 


THE POLICE NOW INVESTIGATING TWO 
MYSTERIOUS MURDERS. 


Patrick Burns, an Old Man, Aged 60 Years, 
Who Was Knocked Down and Kicked by 
Ruffians Tuesday Night, Dies at the Hos- 
pital—The Patrick Case—Other Criminal 

NOTHER man died

last night from kicks 
inflicted by persons 
unknown. It is the 
second death of the 
kind this week and in 
neither case have the 
police been able to 
trace the brutes who 
kicked the men after 
knocking them sense- 
less to the ground. The second mysterious 
murder of this kind is that of Patrick Burns, 
an aged citizen. He was a widower, 60 years 
of age and lived at 2219 O' Fallon street. His 
friends say he was a quiet, unobtrusive man, 
temperate in his habits and never seeking a 
quarrel. ; 

He was detained down town Tuesday night 
and missed the owl caron Franklin avenue. 
Not caring to wait, he started to walk home. 
On the corner of Fourteenth and Franklin 
avenue he was met by two negroes, who 
stopped him and asked him for something, he 
did not remember what. He paid no atten- 
tion to them and tried to pass on, when one 
of them struck him onthe head. He struck 
back, and they both jumped onthe old man 
and knocked him down. He struggled with 
the yillains aad shouted for help, while 
they searched his pockets, Finding 
nothing, they cursed the old man and 
kicked him in the face, head, neck 
and body until he ceased shouting 
and rolled over unconscious. They then ran 
away. An officer who beard Burns’ cries for 
help found him lying on the pavement a few 
minutes after the assault and sent him to the 
Dispensary. Dr. Steinmetz saw the man was 
seriously injured and hurried him outto the 
City Hospital. Up to the time of his death he 
was not conscious enough at any one time to 
give an accurate account ofthe affair or de- 
scribe his assailants.

G. T. Parker, an Injured Husband, Gees 
Gunning for a Fashionable Dentist. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 4.—No. 817 Fit.

„ Parker, the Washington representative of 
a New York boot and shoe house; his brother 
Waiter, his young and prepossessing wife and 
Dr. Gustavus Brown, a dentist with a fashion- 
able and lucrative practice. For some months 
Mrs. Parker has been consulting Dr. Brown 
professionally. She is represented as beigg 
an unusually attractive and fascinating young 
woman and her frequent visits to the docter’s 
office at last aroused her husband’s suspicions 
that she was unduly intimate with the doctor. 
Determined at last to learn the truth Dr. Par- 
ker had recourse to the old ruse of professing 
to leave the city without, in fact, doing so. On 
Monday ofthis week he informed his wife 
that business called him to New York and 
that he would not return until Friday. He 
then secreted himself atafriend’s house and 
with the aid of hie brether Walter, carefully 
shadowed his wife’s movements. About 1 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon Mrs. Parker was 
seen to enter Dr. Brewn’s office. Walter 
Parker at once telephoned to his brother and 
upon the latter’s arrival the two eutered Dr. 
Brown’s house, finding the main door un- 
locked. Mr. Parker’s statement is that 
in the doctor’s private office he found 
his wife and the dentist in a 
sompromising position. A scene of 
hysterlal excitement followed. Brown at 
once rushed for the door with the infuriated 
husband in rapid pursuit. During the chase, 
Parker fired two shots from his revolver at the 
dentist, but failed to hit him. Brown finally 
eluded his pursuer by seeking refuge in the 
office of Dr. Mitchell, who occupies a room on 
the same floor, thence making his way to 
the street. Mrs. Parker, in the meanwhile, 
secreted herself in an adjoining chamber, 
where she remained until ber husband 
and his brother had taken their departure. 
Dr. Brown denounces Parker’s actions as 
wholly unjustifiable. He indignantly denies 
that the slightest improprieties have ever ex- 
isted between himself and Mrs. Parker and 
claims that Parker, who is largely in his debt 
has been trying to blackmail him. Parker will 
be arrested, charged with an attempt to kill 
und the details of the unsavory scandal will 
then be fully ventilated.

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ST, LOUIS QUOTATIONS. 
SUBSTITUTION OF THE MARKETS OF THIS 
‘OMY ron CHICAGO AND NEW YORE. 
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A Revolution That Has Taken Place With- 
in the Last Two Months—Remarkable 
Increase in the Demand for St. Louis 
Quotations on Wheat and Cera—Canuses 
of the Movement. 


HE extent to which 
St. Louis quetations 
are being introduced 
among the markets of 
the country is appre- 
ciated by but few of 
the members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, 
Until within the last 
three months St. Louis 
has held a position 
distinctly inferior to 
that of Chicago, the 
markets of the latter 
city were those on 
which trading was 
based throughout the 
West, and little was 
known of the prices 
. set by the St. Louis 
Merchaats’ Exchange. The order of the di- 
rectors ofthe Chicago Board of Trade put- 
ting a stop to the issue of official quotations 
had the effect of causing the Exchange, which 
had been in the habit of receiving their re- 
ports from that city, to look about for another 
substitute. 
NEW YORK AND CHICAGO. 

At first many attempted to use non-official 
Chicago quotations, and others relied upon 
New York for news. A large minority, how- 
ever, if not an actual majority, made arrange- 
ments to obtain the St. Louls market, which 
was substituted for that previously furnished 
by Chicago. This experiment was adopted 
with a great deal of anxiety, and its failure 
was confidently predicted by many, who 
aid not believe that any market 
west of the. Mississippi could govern 
the Southern and Northwestern exchanges, 
and it was asserted that the losses incident 
tothe introduction of St. Louis quotations 
would soon cause them to be given up. This 
city had a reputation as a bear market which 
was highly disadvantageous toit, among 
the exchanges in thefarming districts, and 


the promises of Chicago brokers that the 
markets would be furnished as regularly as 
ever, with but a slight delay, caused many 
to adhere to their customers. It was alleged 
that St. Louis had always been a follower of 
Ghicago as regards the prices of wheat 
and corn, and it was argued 
thas it would be better to be governed 
by ;Ohicago quotations, even if they 
laeked the official stamp, than to receive 

ractically the same quotations through St. 

ulis. be same style of reasoning war 
adopted by the exchanges that received the 
New York market. In this manner St. Louis 
was at first kept somewhat in the background. 

ST. LOUIS LEADS THE COUNTRY. 

This condition of affairs, however, did not 
long continue. Asis well known at the com- 
mencement of the 1a rise in wheat and 
eorr St. Louis took th d, which was main- 
tained untilthe highest point was reached. 
Chicago for a time opposed the advance 
and those that followed its lead took up 
the bear interest. The course of New 
York and its following was similar, althongh 
toa smaller extent. The consequence, was 
that members of the exchanges that received 
St. Louis quotations profited greatly by the 
advance, and that those who reliedon Chica- 
go and New York lost heavily; anotber result 
was to establish the fact that this city could 
act 1 9 4 and to effectually prove 
that St vis was not a bear market. When 
the fall in wheat occurred St.Louis was again 
in — * lead, and the rest of the country fol- 
lowed. 


A REMARKABLE CHANGE. 

These events have hau an immense infiu- 
ence on the smalier exchanges aud on brokers 
and bucketshop proprietors in other cities. 
Asa result the St. Louis quotations have, 
within the last month, been generally substi- 
tuted for those of New York and 
Chicago, orders are being daily re- 
ceived to send the st. Louis markets to 
places that have never before received them, 
and this market is now acknowledged to be 
the leading one of the West. An important 
indirect effect is that the shipments to St. 
Louis have been increased and those to Chi- 
cago cerrespondingly lessened. The greatest 
loss has been suffered by the Chicago commis- 
sion men, whose patrons by hundreds have 
transferred their business to St. Louis. So 
serious has this depletion been that several 
petitions have been drawn up asking that the 
publication of the Chicago quotations be again 
resumed, but the St. Louis grain dealers be- 
lieve that they have 30 fairly established 
themselves that they need fear nothing. 


A PRORABLY FATAL BLOW, 


E. N. Mundy in a Hospital With a Ruptured 
Bloed Vessel. 


WEST SUPERIOR, Wis., Sept. 4.—E. N. 
Munday, Register of Deeds and a politician of 
prominence in this part of the State, lies at 
St. Francis Hospital with a tiny stream o 
blood running from his ear and sapping bis 
lifeaway, the flow coming from a ruptured 
blood vessel in the brain.

A Postpenement Asked by the Defense and 
Granted. 


Dovgr, N. H., Sept. 4.—The new evidence 
before the Grand-jury in the Sawtelle murder 
case is said to have made a stronger case than 
it was at first supposed would be the result. 
It is understood that two indictments have 
been found, one for willful, premeditated 
murder and another as accessory before the 
act. It ie believed that the Grand-jury will 
report Friday afternoon. A special jury of 


sixty will be impaneled by the Sheriff Fri- 
day night, and 2 a full list of 
witnesses and the jury will be handed 
the accused. Attorney-General Barnard 
and County Solicitor Kivil for the State, 
and werd gs Edgerly and Worcestez for Saw- 
telle, at9 o’clock this morning, conferred 
with Chief Justice Doane and Judge Allen as 
to the time for trial. The AttorneyiGeneral 
said; **The Grand-jury will bring in an in- 
dictment against Sawtelle and we shail be 
ready for trial as soon as the court can fur- 
nish the necessary extrajury and other im- 
plements to go on with. Tne ‘interests of the 
public demand an early trial. 

Mr. Edgerly for the defense, said: ‘‘It will 
be impossible to go on at this time. Itis a 
cuse of great importance and it would be 
first necessary to view the territory covered 
im the case, and the drawing of the extra 
jary will take three weeks. There 
is some question as to jurisdiction, 
We cannot de ready this month and 
for my clientlIl ask that the time of trial be 
dated one month from date.’ 

Attorney General Karnard wished to go on 
with the case next week. The State, he sald, 
is ready and anxious. The witnesses are 
alive and can be had next week. If they 
should be sick or die it would bea lose to the 
State. It would not be convenient, if post- 
pone d, to have the trial until after the Decem- | 
ber law term. Chief Justice Doane said the 
trial would not be held this month. The term 
Will remain open and counsel will be given 
two weeks’ notice. All must be ready to go 
on any time after this month.
